Notwithstanding the success which has attended the perform- 
ance of the English company at Hamburgh, Mr. Livius has met 
with a check he little looked for. He engaged one of the largest 
Theatres, as large as Covent Garden, at a heavy rent, intending 
to play every night, but he found, though he paid rent for six 
nights, he would be only allowed to act two, in order that-he 
might not interfere with the German company. After the En- 
glish actors had performed four or five nights to crowded houses, 
the German compony prevailed on the Hamburgh magistrates to 
put a stop to the representations of their foreign rivals, and after 
playing a few nights at Altona, two miles from the city, out of 
the jurisdiction cf the local magistrates, the English were about 
to take their departure for Hanover, Belin, &c. where it was 
hoped they would meet with more liberal treatment, A rich 
merchant of Hamburgh has joined Mr. Livius in his speculation, 
and a petition has been presented to the Senate for permiséion to 
act in the Apollo, which house is no larger than the Haymarket. 
The Russian Consul is so pleased with the English performers 
that he has written to the Emperor, advising him to invite them 
to St. Petersburgh. The Grand Duke of Oldenburgh has ex- 
pressed a wish to see the English performances, and offered te 
guarantee the expense of 12 nights’ performance.
